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Council works to retain control

Upland City Council Monday night 
directed the city staff and City At- 
torney Donald Maroney to in- 
vestigate ways of ensuring the city 
retains control over planning and 
development. 


The move came after Maroney 
told the council the city has been 
served with a notice that the Santa 
Ana Regional Water Quality Control 
Board is considering action to 
prohibit future sewer connections in 
the Upland - Ontario - tricommunity 
area. 


The council recently placed a 
moratorium on accepting subdivi- 
sion development maps, but the 
water quality control board action 
could also limit issuance of building 
permits, bringing local development 
to a sudden halt. 


Councilman Hal Bailin said the 
water quality control board’s threat 


to prohibit sewer hook-ups takes 
control of local development from 
the City Council, which is elected by 
the citizens to make such decisions. 

“By the next tax bill every tax- 
payer in the valley will know what 
the action is costing,’ he said noting 
that the land values rise with ‘‘ar- 
tifical moratoriums’’ and tax 
assessments rise along with land 
prices. 


“‘T know of nothing in the law that 
gives the board permission to con- 
trol local planning,” Bailin said and 
added, ‘‘We ought to stand up and 
fight.” 

Maroney said a court action is a 
possibility on the groups that the 
water quality control board has 
acted in ‘‘an arbitrary and 
capricious’’ manner. 


Bailin and Councilwoman Ina 
Petokas placed responsibility for 
the threatened building shut down 
on lack of planning by the county

Students’ response good at Foothill Knolls 


and the Chino Basin Municipal 
Water District. 

“Upland has been planning (for 
sewage treatment) for many, many 
years, but the county has done no 
planning at all. All of a sudden (the 
Sewage crisis) is a big surprise,” 
Bailin said. 

Actions of the water quality con- 
trol board may simply be a ‘‘cover- 
up” for lack of planning or mis- 
management by the Chino Basin 
MWD, he charged and said the cities 
of Upland and Ontario should con- 
sider taking control of the Ontario 
treatment plant, which had original- 
ly belonged to the two cities. 

Ontario and Upland contract with 
Chino Basin MWD to provide all 
sewage treatment necessary, and 
Chino Basin MWD has broken that 
contract if it is unable to process 
sewage from Upland, Bailin said. 

Mrs. Petokas agreed the city may 
have reasons for charging Chino 
Basin (MWD with breach of con- 
tract but laid more responsibility on 
former Second District Supervisor 
Daniel Mikesell, ‘‘who should have 
been aware of the situation’ in 
Upland, Ontario and the tricom- 
munity. 

Unfortunately, she said, he is no 
longer around to face the problems 
and deal with the situation. Mikesell 


resigned in the face of recall threats 
mounted largely by tricommunity 
residents unhappy with run-away 
development. 

Mrs. Petokas noted the unfariness 
of affecting an entire area because 
the county has not controlled 
development in unicorporated area 
and suggested that the water quality 
control board would treat develop- 
ment in Upland in a more lenient 
manner because the Upland council 
has taken action to limit growth. 

Maroney commented that action 
by the water quality control board 
will affect all areas equally and add- 
ed that a suggestion that Upland 
should be treated differently ‘went 
over like a lead balloon. As far as 
they’re concerned everyone’s in the 
Same category.” 

The water quality control board’s 
April 22 meeting to consider sewage 
treatment at Regional Plant I will 
involve two issues: 

— Whether Chino Basin MWD 
should be ordered to ‘cease and 
desist’? from discharging water 
which does not meet (or threatens 
not to meet) water quality stan- 
dards. 

— Whether Chino Basin MWD 
should be prohibited from making 
further sewer connections to new 
homes and businesses. 


Planning Commission 
sets public hearings 


Upland Planning Commission 7:30 
p.m. tonight will consider three zone 
changes, four conditional - use 
permits, and a zoning amendment. 

Public hearings include: 

— A zone change from highway - 
commercial and single - family 
residential to highway - commercial 
and commercial - professional for 35 
acres between Foothill Boulevard 
and San Bernardin Road west of 
Grove Avenue. 

— A zone change from highway - 
commercial to multiple - family 
residential for five acres southeast 
of Redding Way and Foothill 
Boulevard. 

— A prezone change from low - 
density residential to single - family 
residential (10,000 - square - foot 
minimum lot size) for 20 acres 
northeast of Wilson Avenue and the 
extension of 19th Street. Prezone 
changes do not become effective 
until the area is annexed to the city. 

— A conditional - use permit to 
construt a five-story housing facility 





for older people on 2.5 acres 
northwest of San Bernardino Road 
and Grove Avenue in a proposed 
commercial - professional zone. 


— A conditional - use permit to 
construct a sit-down and drive- 
through fast-food restaurant on 1.2 
acres northeast of Foothill 
Boulevard and Mulberry Avenue in 
a highway - commercial zone. 


— A conditional - use permit to 
establish a food distribution center 
and redevelop an existing 
restaurant on 1.6 acres northwest of 
Foothill Boulevard and 13th Avenue 
in a highway - commercial zone. 

— A conditional - use permit to 
develop a commercial center on 1.7 
acres at the southeast corner of 
Redding Way and Foothill 
Boulevard in a highway - 
commercial zone. 

— A zoning amendment regarding 
directional signs for new 
commercial and industrial 
developments. 


Teacher emphasizes scientific method

While most elementary school 
programs are focusing on the basic 
skills of reading and math, Foothill 
Knolls teacher Mildred Ray 
emphasizes the scientific method in 
her fifth and sixth-grade classroom. 

The result: Students experience 
the scientific world. They begin to 
enjoy school. They learn to read. 
And most important, they learn to 
think, according to Mrs. Ray. 

The Upland resident encourages 
students to use the scientific method 
in everyday life. Instead of the usual 
elementary school ‘‘show and tell’ 
time, students are encouraged to 
“observe, research, experiment, 
conclude and record’ everything 
ranging from rocks found on a 
family trip to an aquarium of 
tropical fish. 


Emphasizing the scientific 
method in the classroom may seem 
harder than simply telling students 
what they should know, Mrs. Ray 
said and added, ‘‘It depends on your 
philosophy of education. Helping a 
child learn to think or simply 
feeding the material to remember.” 

“The greatest thing you can do for 
children is help them learn to think, 
and the scientific approach to 
thinking helps a child to experience 
a sense of the nobility and grandeur 
of life,”’ she said. 

The science program is 
individualized to provide variety 
and to allow students to follow their 
interests which range from simple 
crystal gardens to high-school-level 
projects. 


The program is also coordinated 
with other study areas as well as 
with everyday life. A recent social 
studies unit on Japan culminated in 
scientifically erupting a volcano, 
according to Mrs. Ray who said the 
experiments usually go “pretty well 
as expected.” 

But, she noted the students are 
always excited by what they see. 
The formations in a crystal garden, 


* 


the colors of microscopic object, the 
reaction of two chemicals, all 
provide interesting and enjoyable 
science experiences for the 
students. 

The students definitely respond to 
the scientific emphasis, Mrs. Ray 
said noting that a lot of the students 
don’t even want to come to school at 
the beginning of the semester. 

By the first parent conference 
in October, the parents have seen a 
change in their children who are 
now excited about school and bring 
interesting things to share with the 
class. 

And Mrs. Ray said she had taught 
non-readers to read through science 
studies. Students report on each 
experiment they do by describing 
the experiment to other class 
members and also by writing their 
conclusions. 

Mrs. Ray writes down the 
explanations of non-readers and 
then uses their own words to show 
them they can read and write. The 
non-readers begin to recognize 
words they used in their oral report 
and then progress to reading other 
words. 

With all of the emphasis on 
reading programs, materials are 
still limited mostly to stories, 
according to Mrs. Ray who said she 
would like to write readers about 
science. 

Readers of stories mainly teach 
word attack and recall skills, and

the stories themselves are soon 
forgotten, she said noting that a 
science reader would provide 
interesting new material as well as 
teaching reading skills. 

Mrs. Ray has ‘‘always been 


partial to science’’ and noted that 
her favorite area is microscopic 
organisms which are also popular 
with students. 

Classes especially enjoy making 
their own slides and then seeing 
“something, alive, something that 





moves, something, they can’t see 
with the naked eye,’’ she said. 

Student interests will result in a 
classwide science fair for parents 
12:45 p.m. April 25 during Public 
Schools Week. 

The Upland teacher hopes her 
students will continue their 
scientific interests in junior high 
and high school. She is also assisting 
other Foothill Knolls teachers who 
want to introduce science into their 
classrooms.

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Omnitrans gains county | 


loan, waits for subsidy 


By PETER WONG 

A loan of $350,000 to Omnitrans, 
the county’s bus operator, was 
approved Monday by the county 
board of supervisors. The loan will 
help Omnitrans while it seeks to 
speed up the federal funds it has 
been expecting. 

The supervisors said little in 
authorizing the 60-day loan from the 
county’s transportation fund. 

The majority, however, appeared 
to share Supervisor Dennis 
Hansberger’s observation about the 
loan: ‘I don’t think the cash-flow 
problem ought to be resolved the 
way it’s being resolved, but I 
understand that’s the way it has to 
be done.”’ 

County Administrative Officer 
Earl Goodwin told the supervisors 
the loan could be made safely, 
‘without a negative impact on other 
potential commitments for these 
funds.” 

As the county’s bus operator, 
Omnitrans is the umbrella agency 
under which the West Valley Transit 
Service Authority and the San 
Bernardino Transit System 
function. 

Like all public transportation 
systems, Omnitrans depends upon 
federal funds authorized by the 1974 
Urban Mass Transportation Act. 

The federal funds subsidize up to 
50 per cent of the operating costs of 
a public transportation system and 
up to 80 per cent of bus purchases 
and other capital improvement 
costs. 

However, ‘‘we are nine months 
into the (fiscal) year and haven’t 






received any funds at all yet from 
the government,’’ Paul Marsh, 
Omnitrans general manager, told 
the supervisors Monday. 

Marsh said the federal Urban 
Mass Transportation 
Administration had been extremely 
slow in providing the federal share 
of Omnitrans operating funds. 

(Other operating funds come from 
the transportation funds of the 11 
local governments which are 
members of Omnitrans. Those funds 
are raised primarily by a state sales 
tax on gasoline. ) 
4Furthermore, Omnitrans must 
pay for 19 additional buses which 
have already been delivered, Marsh 
said. Some of the 41-passenger buses 
are already in service in the West 
End. 

Marsh said this morning that 
Omnitrans had previously set aside 
funds to pay its share of the bus 
purchases — 20 per cent of the total 
cost. 

But those funds, along with money 
from the transportation funds of 
local governments, have been used 
instead to keep Omnitrans operating 
in the absence of federal subsidies, 
Marsh said. 

When the 19 buses were delivered 
last month, thus requiring 
Omnitrans to pay its share of the 
purchase cost, ‘‘that’s where the 
crunch came,” Marsh said. 

Marsh said the county loan of 
>350,000 will help pay for the buses, 
which he expects federal funds for. 

However, Marsh told the 
supervisors, he has learned from 
federal officials in Washington that 


Omnitrans cannot expect to receive 
its federal share of operating funds 
until about June 30, ‘‘so we do have 
the problem of operating between 
now and that time,” or about three 


months. 
Marsh said the federal payments 


are supposed to be made quarterly. 
However, several events — 
including a change in the federal 
government’s fiscal year (it now 
starts Oct. 1 instead of July 1) and 
the transition between 
administrations — have delayed the 
payments, Marsh said. 


The 11 participating local 
governments will be asked next 
week to contribute a total of $1.75 
million to help Omnitrans resolve 
its cash-flow problems and continue 
operating through June 30, Marsh 
said. 

Goodwin said the county’s own 
loan ‘‘is predicated on getting the 
cities together’ for this one-time 
assessment. 

Part of the $1.75 million could be 
returned to local governments in the 
future if federal subsidies are paid 
to Omnitrans ‘‘on a more timely 
basis,’’ Goodwin said in a 
memorandum to the supervisors. 

The county and the cities will be 
assessed on the amount of mileage 
currently operated by Omnitrans in 
their areas. 


However, the board of supervisors 
decided Monday to omit mileage on 
the cross-valley line between 
Montclair and Yucaipa from any 
assessment Omnitrans may 
calculate.

legal to grow bean plant

QUESTION: Can you tell me why the castor bean plant 
is against the law to grow? O.T. 

ANSWER: It is a noxious plant. Therefore it has been 
declared that the existence of castor bean oil plants 
(Ricinus Communis) on public and private property 
within the city of Upland is a public nuisance and 
dangerous to the public health and safety of the 
inhabitants of the city. The castor bean oil plant 
produces castor beans poisonous in nature which will 
produce death if eaten or otherwise swallowed. Castor 
beans are peculiarly attractive to small children. 


QUESTION: I am with the Citizens Committee for 
New York City Inc. We read about your column ‘‘The 
Town Crier.’’ Can you mail me a copy? J.K. 

ANSWER: Nice to know that circulation of the 
newspaper has extended beyond our West End cities. 
Copies of the column have been sent. 


QUESTION: What happens to the unclaimed property 
the city picks up? W.J. 

ANSWER: First, we should define unclaimed 
property. Unclaimed property means any property found 
‘by the police of the city upon the public streets or ways of 
the city or elsewhere, or any property brought to the 
Police Department by others, where the owner of the 
property is unknown; provided, however, that property 
held as evidence, dangerous weapons or deadly weapons, 
narcotics or poison drugs, explosives, or any property of 
any kind whatsoever, the possession of which is 
prohibited by law as the same are defined in the Penal 
Code of the State of California shall not constitute 
unclaimed property as here defined. 


All unclaimed property as defined shall be kept by the 
Police Department, using ordinary care to keep the 
property safe and to protect the property from the 
weather. If an owner appears prior to six months from 
the date the property came into the possession of the 
Police Department and offers reasonable proof of his or 
her ownership, and offers to reimburse the city for any 
storage charges incurred, the property shall be delivered 
to owner upon his or her payment of the storage charges, 
if any 

All unclaimed property shall be held by the Police 
Department for a period of at least six months, unless 
restitution has been made prior to sale or destruction. 

All unclaimed property held for a period of at least six 
months shall be sold at public auction to the highest 
bidder, provided that notice of such sale shall be given by 
the chief of police at least five days before the time fixed 
by publication at least once in the Upland News. All 
unclaimed property not sold at such sale and which has 
no value shall be destroyed by dumping in the Upland 
city disposal site. All proceeds from the sale of 
unclaimed property shall be deposited by the chief of 
police with the city treasurer.

Convinced that West End 
governments must be pressured into 
agreement on a regional growth 
control policy, a state agency called 
a temporary halt Friday to most 
new connections to a key Ontario 
sewage treatment plant. 


The state’s Santa Ana Regional 
Water Quality Control Board 
scheduled a formal hearing in April 
on whether it should impose a 
longer-lasting ban on new sewer 
connections in Ontario, Upland and 
the unincorporated tri-communities 
of Alta Loma, Cucamonga and 
Etiwanda. 


That fast-growing area is served 
by the Ontario sewage treatment 
plant operated by the Chino Basin 
Municipal Water District. The plant 
is at capacity now. 


Until next month’s hearing — 
tentatively scheduled for April 22 at 
9:30 a.m. in Upland City Hall — the 
board in effect placed a moratorium 
on the issuance of building permits 
for major construction projects, 
including homes. 


(Since the board has already 
imposed a short-term ban on new 
sewer connections in the area 
served by the district’s Chino plant, 
the entire West End is now affected 
by a building moratorium. ) 


As of Monday the county band 
cities could continue to issue 
building permits for major projects 
only with the understanding that if 
the state board imposes a longer - 
term ban on sewer connections 
April 22, homes and other buildings 
which require such connections 
wouldn't be entitled to them. 


Since most builders are unlikely to 
risk their new projects pending the 
outcome of the board’s hearing, few 
building permits for construction 
requiring sewer connections will 
probably be issued in the next 
month. 


Construction for which building 
permits have already been issued 
will not be affected by the board’s 
action Friday. Such buildings may 
be connected to the sew age 
system served by the Ontario 
treatment plant. 


Meanwhile, the board’s action will 
allow a special county supervisors’ 
committee five weeks to 
demonstrate substantial progress 
toward a West End growth control 
policy. 


While board members made it 
clear they were willing to give the 
committee a chance to do its work, 
they said they didn’t want a vague 
promise from local governments to 
act on a regional growth control 
policy sometime in the indefinite 
future. 


Furthermore, by waiting without 
imposing a temporary ban on most 
new sewer connections, board 
members felt developers would rush 
to obtain building permits — thus 
compounding what the board 
considers a potentially serious 
water pollution problem. 


That problem could result in a fine 
of $10,000 daily on the Chino Basin 
Municipal Water District through 
1980. the earliest its Ontario plant 
can be expanded. 


By threatening to impose a longer- 
term ban on new sewer connections 
to the Ontario sewage treatment 


plant — and in effect, a building 
moratorium in the West End — the 
state board put pressure on local 
governments to come up with a 
regional growth control policy. 


Board members were swayed by a 
presentation describing the 
thousands of subdivision lots on 
which homes could be built — 
particularly in the unincorporated 
foothill communities — thus adding 
to the sewage loads which must be 
treated by the Ontario plant. 


“That’s an overwhelming picture 
you present,”’ Ruth B. Anderson, 
chairman of the regional water 
quality control board, told County 
Planning Director Kenneth C. 


Topping. 


After the two-hour hearing in San 
Bernardino City Hall, Mrs. 
Anderson said bluntly, ‘‘This board 
means business,’’ in response to 
building industry spokesmen who 
previously doubted the board’s 
authority to act. 


Until the local governments can 
come to an agreement on a regional 
growth control policy, Mrs. 
Anderson added, ‘‘we’re willing to 
let the buck stop here for awhile. 
We've done it before.” 


Carolyn Ewing of Yorba Linda, 
the board member who proposed the 
April 22 hearing, said local 
governments need to be told, ‘Hey, 
somebody means business.”

Board members sought to pin 
down how much capacity — if any — 
is left in the Ontario sewage 
treatment plant. 

The plant was originally built to 
handle 16 million gallons of waste 
water daily. However, under today’s 
more stringent treatment 
requirements, the plant can 
effectively treat only 14 million 
gallons per day. (It is treating daily

That line was built a decade ago to 
handle poisonous industrial wastes.

Tests for students 


Students planning to enter one of the 19 California state 
university and colleges next fall may get a head start on 
their course work by taking English, science and math 
test at California State College, San Bernardino in April 
and May. Application deadline is April 18 for the 
California State University English Equivalency Test to 
be offered April 30. Students who pass this test will 
receive a full year’s credit in college freshman English. 
The two-part test has a multiple-choice component on 
analysis and interpretation of literature and a written 
essay component. 

Application deadline is April 22 for exams in math, 
algebra-trigonometry, calculus with analytic geometry, 
statistics, chemistry and biology to be offered May 14. 
Students may take up to three of these exams on May 14 
and can receive three semester units, or equivalent 
quarter units, for passing the examinations. This is the 
first year that the science-math series has been offered. 
The English equivalency test has been offered since 1973 
with some 4,500 prospective students qualifying for 
freshman English credit since that time. 

The English test fee is $20. Fees for the science-math 
series vary from a minimum of $10 for the biology test 
alone to a maximum of $40 for a student taking any three 
tests. Students planning to attend any of the 19 campuses 
may take these tests at Cal State, San Bernardino. Only 
the names of those who pass an exam or exams will be 
sent to the registrar’s office at the campus they plan to 
attend. Some students, however, who do well on the 
essay component of the English examination but whose 
scores aren't high enough to pass for credit may be 
excused from remedial requirements or from further 
testing in English composition. Applications forms are 
available from high school counselors and SCUC 
admissions offices. The tests are open to high school 
seniors, community college students and all other 
Californians contemplating college.

Docents briefed weezer 


Separating myth from scientific 


Curator of Fishes, Ray Keyes, who 
is in charge of the San Diego park’s 
live shark exhibit which opened in 
late 1976. 

The display in the Atlantic 
Richfield World of the sea aquarium 
brings to public view the largest 
sharks on exhibit anywhere in the 
country 

Making their home in the 55,000- 
gallon tank are lemon sharks and 
nurse sharks, ranging from six to 10 
feet in length and weighing between 
150 and 350 pounds. 

But the real story is, perhaps, not 
in what the public sees, but in what 
it does not — the research conducted 
on these fabled fishes and the 
potential benefits to humankind that 
‘may be reaped from extended shark 
sresearch. 

The goal of current research at 
4Sea World, Keyes says, is ‘to make 
\the maintenance of many species of 
shark outside their natural 
environment routine.” 

The intelligence of sharks—long a 
subject of debate — is one area Sea 
World scientists are interested in. 
‘$We do know.”’ Keyes says, ‘‘that 


aes 


Sharks are highly successful 
predators. They are alert, sensitive 
animals and by no means the stupid 
creatures they are often said to be."’ 

The nurse and lemon sharks at Sea 
World have been conditioned*to hand 
feeding. But what else they can 
learn, how much, and how quickly 
they can learn are questions Sea 
World scientists hope to be able to 
answer as their research continues. 

The ‘conditioning’ program is 
being conducted with the assistance 
of Bruce Stephens, Sea World 
director of training. With the basic 
principles used in training other ma 
ine animals, Stephens and Keyes 
hope to develop conditioned 
responses to specific stimuli that 
will allow researchers to conduct 
their experiments with greater than 
normal ease. 

Research now being done at Sea 
World with these large sharks will 
help Keyes and his staff of biologists 
gather information for what Keyes 
calls ‘‘a revolutionary new 
experimental research and display 
facility for large sharks,”’ planned 
to open in 1978. 

The planned facility is 
particularly exciting because it will

syphilis, and refer them for 
examination and treatment. 
Your name is never given 
out. 

It is very important that 
people know about it if they 
have been exposed to a 
venereal disease. Most 
women and some men will 
not develop symptoms even 
if they get the disease but 
can still pass it on to others. 
If they know they have been 
exposed to someone who 
does have a venereal 
disease, they can have an 
examination to see if they 
have contracted VD. If 
their exposure is certain, 
they should have 
epidemiologic treatment 
even if there are no 
symptoms. Treatment 
should be given to everyone 
who has had sexual contact 
with a person known to have 
infectious venereal disease. 


If a person has had sexual 
contact with someone who 
has syphilis or gonorrhea, 
that person should have 
treatment with appropriate 
antibiotics. This 
‘epidemiologic’ treatment 
prevents the possible 
development of symptoms 
and.the progression of the 
disease; mMore-importantly, 
it eliminates the infecting 
organisms and prevents VD 
spread to others. 

There should be a follow- 
up examination one week 
after treatment to make 
sure the germs have been 
eliminated. And there 
should be no sexual 
intercourse during this 
week following treatment.

Ear care for dogs and cats

Dogs and cats are born 
with an acute sense of 
hearing that is actually 
twice as good as that of 
human beings. But ears are 
a source of frequent trouble 
for these pets, and it is 
important to take special 
care while grooming to 
keep their ears as clean as 
possible. 

Dog and cat ears are very 
sensitive; in fact, many 
pets resist having their ears 
touched at all. Normally, 
however, if you speak in a 
calm reassuring voice, your 
pet will accept ear cleaning 
as part of its normal 
grooming routine. 

Never poke or probe at 
your pet’s ears, and never 
wash the ears out with soap 
and water. Instead, apply a 


small amount of baby oil or 
peroxide on cotton and wipe 
only as far as you can 
without stretching the 
tissue. Long-haired and 
floppy-eared dogs will need 
more attention more 
frequently, because there is 
little air circulating in their 
ears. 

if the surface of your 
pet’s ears appears dry, you 
might wipe it gently with a 
mild ointment to lubricate 
slightly. If the surface 
seems too moist, a dusting 
with boric acid powder 
might be helpful. But you 
should go no further. If 
either condition persists, 
further treatment is a 
matter for your 
veterinarian. 

If you suspect that your 
pet has any kind of ear 
trouble, the best thing to do 
is leave the ear alone and 
call your veterinarian. 


Many overanxious owners 
probe too far into their pet’s 
ears and may permanently 
damage the ear canal. 
Some of the more obvious 
symptoms indicate 
infection: black caking 
around the canal just inside 
the ear; frequent shaking of 
the head and pawing at the 
ear; holding the head at a 
strange angle so that you 
think your pet has lost its 
wits; a strong odor coming 
from the ear; or heavy 
waxy material and matted 
hair on the surface of the 
ear. Do not use medications 
or insecticides that might 
be around the house. 
Sometimes ear ailments 
are caused by nothing more 
than an insect bite, a minor 
ulceration or a small 
pimple. But even these 
minor inflammations can 
upset your dog or cat. Your 
pet can become quite 


annoyed and irritate the ear 
until both of you become 
frantic and the situation 
worsens. 

Hematomas — swelling 
that contain blood — 
sometimes occur in the 
rniddle of the skin of the ear 
flap. They may result from 
a sharp blow which reptures 
the blood vessels in the ear, 
or by your pet’s scratching 
and shaking his ear as a 
result of ear imflammation 
or an infection. 

Occasionally, dogs suffer 
from otitis media, an 
inflammation of the middle 
ear. This condition comes 
from an infection of the 
external ear passage or the 
nasal passage by way of the 
eustachian tube — the tube 
connecting the middle ear 
with the upper part of the 
throat. Common symptoms 
are pain, fever, ear 
discharge and possible loss 


of balance. 


Often chronic ear 
irritations are caused by 
mites that settle in the ear. 
Symptoms of this infection 
are the same as for other 
ear infections. Prompt 
attention to mites can give 
your pet relief from misery. 


Your pet can also be 
irritated by something as 
simple as too much wax in 
the ear. It is best, 
regardless of all the home 
remedies you may see, to 
have your veterinarian take 
a look. If there is an 
accumulation of wax in the 
ear, you may cause serious 
damage by attempting to 
dislodge it. 


Remember that at the 
first sign of ear discomfort, 
you should take your pet to 
the veterinarian. He or she 
will know how to treat the 
various ear problems your 
dog or cat might have. And 
the veterinarian can 
demonstrate proper ear 
care for your pet so you can 
avoid future problems.

CPR training 
to save lives

Maybe you’re one of our 
local residents who has 
already completed Cardio- 
pulmonary Resuscitation 
(CPR) training. Reports 
from the Los Angeles 
Affiliate ofthe American 
Heart Association indicate 
an overwhelming response 
to this emergency basic life 
support procedure. There 
were 1,052 persons trained 
during the month of 
January alone. I hope you 
were one of them. 

It is the American Heart 
Association’s goal to train 
20 per cent of the population 
over age 14 in CPR by 1982. 


If you have not taken this 





course, I highly recommend 
you to do so. It may be one 
of the most important 
lessons you will learn 
during your lifetime. 

Once you’ve mastered 
CPR, it’s a good idea to 
keep yourself in practice to 
insure a satisfactory level 
of proficiency. A life may 
depend on how well you 
remember the proper steps 
of CPR and how to apply 
them. You should make it a 
point to test your skill and 
review your knowledge of 
this procedure at least once 
a year. 


We must consider 
ourselves fortunate there is 
such an emergency 
procedure to help prevent 
death. The method 
practiced today is the very 
best we have and is a great 


improvement over similaf 
techniques used in the past. 

Each year more than 
650,000 Americans die 
suddenly. There are many 
causes such as drowning, 
suffocation, choking, 
electrocution and smoke 
inhalation. But the most 
common cause of sudden 
death is heart attack. Had 
CPR been performed, the 
victim’s chances of 
surviving would have been 
greatly increased. 


In Los Angeles County 
alone, there are an 
estimated 33,400 deaths 
each year from 
cardiovascular disease. 
Heart attacks cause 21,443 
or 64.2 per cent of these 
deaths. I am convinced that 
more than 5,000 of those 
heart attack deaths can be 
prevented if 20 per cent of 
the population is trained in 
CPR.

government “‘help’’ must be 
supported and trained at 
taxpayer expense. And 
public manpower training 
programs — while worthy 
in purpose — have usually 
not worked as well in 
practice as the training 
available in private 
employment. 

Am I being excessively 
theoretical? No. The facts 
are there for all who are 
willing to look. By 1970, the 
cumulative effects of 
minimum wage legislation 
had lowered employment 
by 15 per cent among 18-19- 
year-olds, by 27 per cent 
among 16-17-year-olds, and 
by 45 per cent in the 14-15 
bracket. 

Nor does the bad news 
end there. Dent’s bill also 
contains a provision that 
would ‘‘index’’ future 
increases in the minimum 
wage to the average hourly 
earnings of production 
workers. Like the similar 
automatic mechanism for 
congressional pay raises, 
this little trick would 
relieve members of 
Congress of the need to vote 
on future minimum wage 
increases. It would also 


create a disastrous 
inflationary spiral. 


Think about it: The 
average of production pay 
goes up, so the minimum 
wage goes up. The increase 
in the minimum wage 
raises the production pay 
average, which again raises 
the minimum wage, which 
again raises the average, 
etc., etc. 

Why do we go through this 
lemming-like performance, 
time and again? Because of 
the unions. Minimum wage 
hikes benefit the unions in 
two ways: 

— They tend to reduce 
competition with higher- 
paying union jobs. 

— They tend to push up all 
wage rates. When the 
worker on the rung below 
gets a raise, the one above 
wants one too, and so on up 
the ladder. Since this 
process is likely to worsen 
inflation, nobody really 
gains in the end. But the 
people who elect union 
officers don’t understand 
the connection. 

If President Carter is 
really anxious to help the 
unemployed, this bill — 
H.R. 3744 — is a good place 
to start. A veto of it would 
save more jobs than his 
public service jobs program 
is designed to create. 
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Goggin sponsors 
advertising bill 


State Assemblyman 
Terry Goggin (D-66) has 
introduced legislation to 
allow price advertising by 
all professionals, and to 
protect consumers from 
deceptive advertising. 

Goggin’s bill is an 
outgrowth of recent United 
States Supreme Court 
decisions striking down 
professional advertising 
bans in other states. 
California still prohibits 
price advertising by 
medical and_ legal 
professionals despite 
growing doubts as to its 
constitutionality. 

The state Department of 
Consumer Affairs has 
estimated that California 
consumers could save 
approximately $100 million 
per year if restrictions on 
medical price advertising 
alone were lifted. Studies 
by the Federal Trade 
Commission have found 
that those states which 
allow price advertising 


have substantially lower 
prices for eyeglasses, 


hearing aids, and 
prescription drugs. 
‘“‘The notion that 


professionals should not 
advertise the price of their 
services and products is, at 
best, a quaint relic of 19th 
century America,’’ Goggin 
said. ‘‘In fact, the essence 
of our free enterprise 
system is competition. 
Consumers cannot make 
intelligent choices without 
being able to compare 
prices. In addition, many 
consumers forego vital 
services because they lack 
cost information.”’ 


‘‘When the Supreme 
Court upheld the 
consumer's right to price 
information, they also 
reaffirmed the state’s right 
to ensure that advertising is 
not false or misleading. It is 
time to control deceptive 
advertising, rather than ban 
all advertising,’ he noted.

Boston puts it together

Boston, one of America’s 
‘fastest - rising supergroups, 
was recently in the Los 
Angeles area for a list of 
three performances: Long 
Beach Arena March 16, the 
Swing Auditorium March 18 
and then back to the Arena 
on the 19th. 

The sold - out and tightly - 
packed Long Beach Arena 
concert on the 19th 
welcomed Boston with the 
high - pierced screaming 
that was reminiscent of the 
anticipation for the Beach 
Boys at the Forum, New 
Year’s Eve. 

With the space ship off 
their album cover, 
“Boston,’’ the group opened 
with ‘‘Rock and Roll 
Band,’ followed by a new 
tune not yet recorded — 
“Shadowed Images.”’ 

The group also unleashed 
new songs, ‘‘Man Will 
Never Be,’ ‘‘Television 
Politician’ and ‘‘Don’t Be 
Afraid.”’ 

While a lot of groups are 
getting into special effects 
on stage (and, at times, 
special effects can be 
entertaining), Boston’s 
performance at Long Beach 
relied strictly on their 
definite melodic and 
harmonic flow throughout 
their performance. 

“More Than A Feeling,”’ 


LEAD SINGER — Brad Delp, lead 
singer for Boston, performs during 


the group’s monstrous hit of 
1976, and their current Top 
20 smash, ‘‘Long Time,” 
held the show intact. 

Bringing on a personal 
touch was Brad Delp, who 
handles lead vocals, walked 
to the edge of the stage, 
and, with no instruments in 
hand, reached out to the 
audience. 

The audience reached 
back. 

The Boston line-up also 
includes Tom Scholz, lead - 
rhythm - acoustic - and 
special effects guitar, bass, 
organ, clarinet and 
percussion; Barry 
Goudreau, lead and rhythm 
guitars; Fran Shehan on 
bass; and Sib Hashina, 
drums. 


There have been some 
very interesting stories 
surrounding rock groups 
such as how they write their 
music and how they 
formed. Though Boston’s 
story has been told and 
retold, their career 
beginnings merits retelling.

Lay a good foundation first 


How to plant a lawn 


Suggest planting a lawn and most 
people immediately remark on the 
difficulties, but the California 
Association of Nurserymen advises 
gardeners that if basic lawn - 
planting steps are followed 
carefully, success will be assured 
without a hitch. 

To begin, lay a good foundation for 
your lawn by cleaning up and 
grading the lawn area. 

Lawns grow best in sandy loam 


and loam soils for loams ard fertile, 
hold moisture well and drain well in 
addition to pulverizing easily. 


Clay and silt loams do no} make 
good lawn soils and shogld be 
replaced or thoroughly amended at 
the direction of your nurseryman. 

If the top soil is good, yo may 
start right away with rototilling. 
Grade away from the house.

Bulbs will soon burst, | 
colorful flowers follow | 


Fall and winter planted bulbs will 
soon be bursting into bloom followed 
by colorful spring planted corms 
and tubers taking over the show in 
summer. That means it’s time to 
check the nursery bins for 
Gladiolus, Cannas, Tuberous 
Begonias and Dahlias ,.. just to 
name a few. 


Gladiolus are easy - to - grow es- 
pecially if you select bulbs (actually 
called corms) at least 1%’’ or more 
in diameter and 1’’ thick. Both of 
these measurements are important 
since the diameter measurement in- 
dicates the size and number of 
flower spikes you can expect, and 
the thickness indicates how young 
and vigorous the corm is. Plant the 
corms in two week successions to 
provide plenty of color throughout 
the summer for garden cutting. 


Dahlias provide the south - of - the 
- border colors for the garden in 
several flower forms and sizes. 
Choose from the dwarf forms to the 
large exhibition types which grow

flowers 10-12 inches across eee 
thick stems.

Cannas are perhaps the showjest 
of all the summer - blooming tubers. 
They thrive in the heat and perform 
well in sunny areas of milder 
climates. The large lush leaves lend 
a tropical look, and the bright qed 
and yellow flowers put on a fine qis- 
play of color. 


As danger of frost passes 
Tuberous Begonias will be available 
for planting as started plants. Right 
now, the tubers are appearing in 
nurseries for sprouting indoors. Use 
a mix containing plenty of peat, ledf 
mold and sand to sprout the tube 
in a flat. When tops are two to threb 
inches high, move the plants int 
permanent pots or into the ground

rototilling to a depth of 6-8 inches, 
rake and roll and entire area with a 
roller which you may obtain from 
most nurseries on a rental or loan 
basis. 


Work commercial fertilizer and 
organic matter into the surface of 
the soil — the fertilizer serves as 
food for the young grass and the 
organic matter helps to retain 
moisture and keeps the surface soil 
from drying and baking. 


Roll and rake again to assure a 
smooth, level surface where water 
won't collect in puddles. 


If you plan on installing an 
irrigation system, set it in now. 

Next comes the planting of the 
lawn seed or the installation of sod 
grass. Seeding a new lawn is less 
expensive than sodding, but requires 
some attention at first to keep the 
lawn area moist at all times while 
the seed is germinating. 


Sod lawns require the same soil 
preparation steps but do provide the 
homeowner with an instant green 
carpet. 


Either way, be sure to select a 
lawn variety that is right for your 
climate and use requirements. 
Some prefer cool climates such as 
Kentucky blue grass. Others are 
resilient to foot traffic such as 
Fescues. 

The amount of sun or shade is also 
a critical factor. 

To broadcast the seed evenly use a 
spreader which is available for your 
use at most nurseries. Water with a 
fine spray and continue to water 
once or twice a day until the lawn is 
well established. If you follow these 
steps, your lawn will be a green, 
growing success

Dishwater, laundry or bathwater 
can be used to irrigate outdoor 
plantings if reasonable care is used. 
Phosphates in detergents are not a 
soil problem. 

Two kinds of wash water 
chemicals are most likely to cause 
damage to, plants — chlorine and 
boron. When bleach is used in the 
wash water, it is toxic to plants. 

Also, sodium can eventually cause 
soil to resist water penetration. This 
conditon can be corrected by mixing 
gypsum into the affected soil 


Home water softeners may 
increase the sodium content of 
waste water. Salts can damage 
‘ plants if they accumulate in the soil. 

Some rules to follow when 
irrigatating with waste water are, 
mix the wash-cycle laundry 
| water with the rinse-cycle; if bleach 
or detergent in large amounts is us- 
ed, discard the wash-cycle water 
| and use only the rinse water; and 
| watch the plants closely. Chlorine 
and boron cause burning of the leaf 
\ edges.

Probably one of the most 
outstanding hybrid teas 
ever produced. It has 
magnificent white and red 
coloring — sort of as though 
someone with an airbrush 
had fired random, but ar- 
tistic shots of ruby red at a 
creamy white rose.

“‘On the other hand. anglers who fish 
the aqueduct as though it were just 
another stream «don’t do as well 
unless they.get lucky.” 

Aasen advises tisat anglers fish at 
the downstream ¢#1d of a siphon or 
where the aquedluct bends. The 
change in directiton and speed of 
flow, and the eddies created in those 
areas, seem to at#ract fish. Casting 
under or aroun@i a bridge also 
usually brings good results, he said. 


Best baits for’ striped bass are 
anchovies or sardines. Artificial 
lures may alsm be effective. If 
you're after calfish, use cut bait, 
shrimp or freshwater clams, he 


advises. ete 
Be sure to have your fishing

DFG wardens do check aqueduct 
fishermen, Aassen warned.

Some catches of starry flouder a 
saltwater fish, have heen reported 
in the area around San Luis Reser- 
voir and O’Neill Forebay in Merced 
County. 

South of the Tehachapis the three 
major sportfish are striped bass, 
channel cat fish and bluegills, with 
other panfish in lesser number. 

Here, too, anglers have been 
catching channel catfish in the ten 
pound range. Catfish grow well in 
this section for the aqueduct thanks 
to the presence of large numbers of 
freshwater clams that have become 
established throughout the aqueduct 
and provide good forage for the cat- 
fish.

The state Wildlife Conservation 
Board, which furnishes capital 
funds for the conservation and 
recreational use of fish and wildlife 
resources, has constructed a series 
of 15 angler access sites along the 
aqueduct. 

These projects usually include a 
fishing platform; parking area; 
stairs, rails and fencing; sanitary 
facilities; and trash receptables. 

To date the WCB has spent over 
$200,000 in establishing the 
facilities. Thirteen of them are in 
the San Joaquin Valley. Two are in 
the Antelope Valley of Los Angeles 
county: the 77th Street East Fishing 
Site and the Longview Road Fishing 
Site, both just east of Palmdale. 
Three additional access sites in the 
Antelope Valley are being planned.

Anglers may 
enter the bikeway from a series of 
parking areas or from any road 
which crosses the aqueduct. 

The bikeway, open every day 
during daylight hours, features rest 
stops at 10 - mile intervals with 
drinking water, sanitary facilities, 
picnic tables and shade ramadas.

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Elegant, rich desserts 
for Passover holiday 


If a little is good, a lot is 
better. This especially is 
true of desserts and baked 
goods for Passover. The 
Passover holiday which 
begins sundown April 2 calls 
for a very special feast to 
commemorate the Hebrew 
exodus from Egypt. At this 
time Jews throughout the 
world observe strict dietary 
laws during this very 
traditional celebration. 

Sweets always have been 
a perfect closer for the 
holiday meal. Eggs have 
been a mainstay in Jewish 
cooking for Passover since 
they provide lightness and 
volume that is obtained at 
other times with yeast or 
other leavening. Hard- 
cooked eggs are served with 
salt or salt water during the 
Seders and go into matzo 
balls and sponge cakes that 
are so much a part of the 
occasion.

Orange Grapefruit 
Torte 

1 1/2 cups sugar, divided 

1 cup finely ground 
almonds 

2/3 cup potato starch 

1/8 teaspoon grated 
grapefruit rind 

9 egg whites 

In a large bowl mix one- 
half cup sugar, almonds, 
potato starch and 
grapefruit rind. In a large 
bowl beat egg whites until 
foamy. Gradually beat in 
remaining 1 cup sugar and 
continue beating until stiff 
peaks form. Fold egg 
whites into almond 
mixture. On brown paper, 
draw five seven-inch 
circles. Place brown paper 
on baking sheet. Turn 
meringue into pastry bag 
with large star tip.
